I have spent the last few months observing Controlling Section (@ctrlsec) on Twitter, and 
without fail approximately every 10 minutes their main page along with 7 supporting Twitter 
handles post 3 Twitter accounts that have been linked to terrorist agenda, propaganda, and/or 
activity. They ask that their over 1 9k followers report the listed accounts, in hopes of Twitter 
suspending them, and essentially stopping the flow of information, and communication of the 
savages. The first day I watched @ctrlsec, I couldn't believe the volume of terrorism on Twitter, 
and I was in shock that there was a group that was on the electronic front line. Like any proper 
laymen I clicked on over to Google. I needed to know who these people were. Where did they 
come from? What made them brave this matrix? That is when I found out this group came to be 
because of the early January 2015 terror attack in Paris. The horror of that event had spawned 




something amazing. It brought forth to the world a team of individuals who want to save the 
world, with their brain synapses and fingertips. This group of phantoms have taken down and 
interrupted hundreds, of thousands of Twitter accounts. These phantoms have helped stop 
terror attacks in multiple countries.The amount of lives saved cannot be tallied. The amount of 
communication halted cannot be comprehended by the average person. This legion is what the 
world needs.

I did 
it again the next day also. I messaged @ctrlsec again and told them I could see why they do it. 
It’s empowering. I was part of ridding the earth of these beasts. I was making a difference. In 
that conversation is when I learned, these individuals were doing this on their own time. Using 
their own money. Their own equipment. Their own software. These brave phantoms who risk 
their own personal safety are not supported financially by anyone. How can this be? NO ONE 
PAYS THIS LEGION. Let that sink in. No. One. Pays. Them. These really are people, just like 
you and I, and we can help them. These individuals need our support. They need two things 
from us all. One, click and report. Report until you cannot report anymore, and then come back 
tomorrow and do it again. When you are sitting in a cafe waiting for your friends to arrive, report 
some savages. When you are wanting to play candy crush, report ISIS/ISIL/Daesh instead. 
Force Twitter to respond. Two, funding. To keep their equipment up to date and running proper, 
they need money to buy that equipment. Our governments do not fund them. Our governments 
do use their data, and because @ctrlsec cares about the world, they give that data freely. Our 
governments do not supply them with the top of line equipment, and at times it could be 
compared to someone trying to save the world with a screwdriver. I don't have to tell you real 
life is not a Dr. Who episode, and these heroes need our help. If the governments sworn to 
protect us will not support them properly I think each one of us regular people should. 

I know many of you reading this are likely assuming I am part of Controlling Section. 

That is where you are wrong. I have no clue who these people are, where they are, or how they 
do what they do. I am no more a part of @ctrlsec than you are, I am just louder than you. I am 
just here to bring attention to what is going on around us, and I am hoping you listen. Lets 
support these phantoms.
